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1 . The drawings remain objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the recess on the 
second portion, as claimed in claims 4 and 14 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 , 5, 1 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kliot in view of Stager '136. 
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Kliot teaches the prior art attachment for straps which includes a pair of fasteners 
on first and second ends which may comprise hook and loop material as implied in 
applicant claims 9 and 19 or snap fasteners. Although Kliot doesn't suggest the use of 
magnets, the substitution of magnets for conventional snap fasteners in wraps for ease 
of fastening is well known as taught by Stager. Therefore to have substituted such 
magnetic snaps having magnets for the snap fasteners of Kliot would have been most 
obvious to one having ordinary skill on the art. 

3. Claims 2, 4, 12, 14, 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 above, and further in 
view of either Bystrom et al or Franges. 

To have provided a recess in one portion of the attachment to receive the 
contacting portion to provide a smooth contact area would have been obvious in view of 
the teaching by either Bystrom et al at 32 of Franges at 150. 

4. Claims 3, 7, 8, 1 3, 1 7, 1 8, 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1, 2, 1 1 and 12 above, and 
further in view of Morris. 

To have alternately embedded a magnet between layers to provide a smooth 
fastening surface would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Morris. 

5. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6 and 7 of the amendment, filed 6/24/06, with 
respect to the objection to the drawings regarding claims 3,7,13 and 17 and the rejction 
of claims 1 -5 and 1 1 -1 5under 35 USC 1 1 2 have been fully considered and are 
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persuasive. The objection to the drawings and 1 12 rejection of the claims has been 
withdrawn. 

However, contrary to applicant's remarks the drawings do not show the recess 
on the second portion but on the first portion instead. 

Claims 6, 9, 10, 16, 19 and 20 have been canceled. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other wraps.
